ACTION ON EXCHANGE RATE 
EXPECTED FROM BRITAIN 

New York, Nov. 13—This week’s 
drop in the United States dollar to 
the lowest levels in terms of the 
pound sterling since 1914 leaves the 
world of finance anxiously awaiting 
a possible British move in retalia- 
tion.

The milk is kept sold so 
that bacteria .will not. grow in it, 
and it ig sent on to the city where 
it is pasteurized to make it safe, 
put into sterilized bottles, and de- 
livered to the consumer. 

The use of milk is a mark of civi- 
=j||lization and an evidence of intelli- 

|| gence, for there are few facts as well 
established in theory and in prac- 
tice ag that the use of milk is«con- 
ducive to health. 

Milk contains a considerable var- 
jety of food elements, fat, sugar, 
protein, minerals, and vitamins. Yet 
it is a simple food in that it is readi- 
ly digested, because in milk, these 
varioug food elements are present in 
a form which is easy for the body to 
use, 

Milk cannot be replaced in the diet 
under ordinary conditions. There 
is, for example, no other way where- 
by the growing child can be given a 
sufficient amount of calcium (lime) 
to build strong teeth than thsu the 
regular use of milk. 

Milk is a most desirable food at all 
ages. Adults should use milk be- 
cause its use is a simple and satis- 
factory means of securing a balanc- 
ed diet, since milk supplies minerals 
and vitamins whiih might, otherwise 
be lacking in the diet.
